THE OUTLOOK.

THE PETROL WAR. 
Cuts in petro] prices and every evidence 
of a petrol war is disconcerting to investors 
in oil shares (writes The Observert. Most of 
the big companies, both distributors and pro- 
ducers, had to reduce their dividends last 
year. Immediate prospects are by no means 
encouraging, but for the present the market 
for oil shares does not show any pronounced 
weakness. The American Petroleum Institute 
recently declared that the petro! stocks in 
the United States should be reduced by some 
30,000,000 barrels. This cut is considered 
nécersary in order to stabilise the industry. 
According to recent figures. petrol stocks in 
America now total some 37,377,000 barrels. 
This goes against 45,937,000 barrels at this 
timé last year. The reduction is a result of 
an agreement arrived at between refining 
companies to reduce output. The dumping 
of petrol on this side is considered part of 
the plan to reduce stocks on the other side. 
It is contended in certain quarters that there 
is no cut-throat competition between 
American and British oil interests, but it is 
believed that one of the main objects is to 
meet the excessivé Russian competition. The 
trouble of the industry. is oveér-production. 
The figures given above refer solely to 
American holdings, and take no consideration 
of the stocks held in other parts of the world. 
American petrol stocks have heen réduced 
from the peak level of nearly 54,000,000 
barrels in April, 1930; but it is obvious that 
much further reduction is necéssary before 
stabilitv is reached in the industry. Mean- 
while, those interested in oil shares are faced 
with the possibility of still lower dividends.

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AGITATION IN THE FREE 
STATE, 


By .A Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 

Special significance attaches to a sale by 
Messrs. Ganly, Sons and Co. which took 
place in Dublin on Friday of wool guaranteed 
free from tar, in view of steps that are to be 
taken--including, possibly, legislation bv the 
Government—to improve the condition of Irish 
wool which is placed on the market. 

In the Colonies wool is thoroughly scoured 
before being marketed, and so cleansed, not 
only of tar, but of all othér impurities. The 
presence of tar on wool has led to constant 
complaints from textile manufacturers, owing 
to the difficulty of removing it by washing, 
and, incidentally, the fact that wool is fre- 
quently damaged by the hard scouring that 
has to be done in attempting to remove it. 
On the other hand. the slightest trace of tar 
will ruin the wool if not removed. 

As a result, a strong agitation has de- 
veloped in the Free State for measures to 
put an end to the practice of using tar, or 
materials containing tar, for the branding of 
sheep, and I understand that there is a 
distinct probability of such measures being 
embodied in a bill which the Minister 
Agriculture will bring before the Dail in the 
near future. 

Close on two tons of guaranteed wool were 
offered at the auction, and thére was a véry 
big clearance, ninety per cent. of the quantity 
offered being Beoir of at prices which ran 
from a halfpenny to a penny per pound 
higher than those offered for wool of the same 
class which did not bear the guarantee. 

English merchants who attended the sale 
were greatly impressed by the quality of the 
wool, and expressed their appreciation in 
speeches at the close. They were unanimous 
in hoping that wool would be offered on 
similar conditions ‘at future sales.

IRISHMAN'S DIARY. 


Moores Modesty : 


Ghe Dublin Audience. 


Without going so far as to say that 
Irishmen have lost all feeling for romance, 
I am firmly of the opinion that Dublin 
audiences are at least as cynical as any 
audience in the world. The fact impresses 
me more and more every time I go to a 
show or a cinema—particularly * the 
latter. I saw recently an incident in a 
film which would have drawn angry tears 
and loud expressions of disapproval from 
at least half of the audience ten years ago. 
On this occasion it inspired nothing but 
vaguely suppressed titters and here and 
there ribald [faghter. I wonder why this 
should be so; for I doubt very much if 
the past ten years have inspired any very 
noticeable change in the national 
character; and, in any case, cynicism 15 
not a characteristic of Irishmen when they 
are otherwise engaged than in assisting 
at a show. 

I have not noticed the same tendency 
in audiences elsewhere in Ireland, or in 
any English towns that I have visited 
recently. Perhaps, the explanation may 
be that the Dublin audience has a keener 
sense of trash than other audiences, and 
a surer eye for picking out sticky senti- 
ment from true. 


|.A Brvan Cooper Biography. 


I am interested to hear that a 
biography of the late Major Bryan 
Cooper is in active preparation, and is 
likely to be published during the coming 
publishing season. The late Major Cooper 
touched life at so many points, and took 
an active part in so many and varied 
affairs, that his biography will necessarily 
contain vivid and intimate details of some 
of the outstanding people and events in 
recent Irish history. For some years he 
was a member of the House of Commons 
for South County Dublin, and later was 
a member of Dail Eireann, from the be- 
ginning of its career, for the same con- 
stituency. Between these services he took 

| an active part in the 
Great War with the 
Dublin Fusiliers, and 
afterwards wrote an 
official account of the 
adventures of his 
battalion... ‘Through- 
out his life he was 
one of the most con- 
sistent supporters of 
the theatre and drama 
in Ireland, and was 
connected with every 
effort for the produc- 
tion of the great 
plays of the world 
by Irish companies. 
He adapted several 
plays from the French, which were subse- 
quently staged in Dublin, and he made 
many successful appearances as an 
amateur actor. He was one of the most 
popular memlec: of Dáil Kireann. and 
it is possible that his biographer will have 
something piquant to say about the famous 
Jinks incident, when the Government was 
saved only by the casting vote of the 
Speaker.

In the course of perigrinations about the 
countryside I have had recently occasion 
to use many sriall hotels, and I have been 
struck by the fact that nowadays the old 
distinction between Coffee Room and Com- 
mercial Room has passed. away except in 
the matter of prices.

was that of the evening meal, when th 


Commercials dined together about the long 
table, practising the customs that. were in 


use in the old ordinaries of London. Every-

_ A CORK DOCTOR’S DILEMMA. 
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‘Condemned Meat Insurance : 


Understanding 


Wented : Support For a Branch Railway. 
Mystery Tours. 


From Ovur SpectaL CoRRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Sunday. 
HE state of affairs that has arisen over 
the dismissal of Dr. G. A. Barter 
from his post at the Cork County Home 
is one that has been coming to a head 
during the last year. It is not a question 
concerning Dr. Barter alone, for most of 
the leading eye and throat specialists in 

Cork are involved. 

The position, briefly, is as follows: For 
some time the Board of Health has been 
trying to promote a scheme for school 
medical services in the county, under 
which the children of poor parents would 
receive free eye and throat treatment at 
the local dispensaries. The County Board 
of Health would pay the operating 
surgeon 10s. 6d. for each case. A similar 
scheme was already in operation for Cork 
City, and it was proposed that children 
from neighbouring districts should receive 
treatment in Cork under the proposed 
county scheme. 

The Cork specialists did not, it is under- 
stood, object to the principle of this, and 
the real dispute arose concerning the 
means of the people it was proposed to 
treat. The doctors opposed the suggestion 
that parents with an income up to £4 a 
week should benefit, and they put forward 
30s. or 35s. a week as a basis for dis- 
cussion. They held the view that £4 a 
week in the country goes a much longer 
way than the same sum in the town, and 
that a countryman earning that wage 
would be well able to afford to pay for 
treatment in the ordinary manner. 

A compromise, apparently, could not be 
reached on this point, and the city 
doctors accordingly refused to co-operate in 
the county scheme at all. It was at this 
point that Dr. Barter became inyolved. 

Dr. Barter was in the position of being 
both a member of the Munster Ophthalmo- 
logical and Laryngological Society (which 
was actively opposed to the scheme) and 
an employé of the Board of Public Assist- 
ance. Cases under the new scheme were 
sent to him for treatment at the County 
Home, and he, as a member of the society, 
refused to treat them. A letter was 
accordingly received from the Board of 
Health asking for his dismissal, and there, 
for the present, the matter rests. 

Correspondence of an acrimonious kind 
is still between the parties concerned, and 
at the momént it seems unlikely that 
negotiations will be resumed. But unttil 
the matter is cleared up the authorities 
may find it difficult to fill Dr. Barter’s 
place. . 


CONDEMNED MEAT. 


Arising out of a recent report from the 
Cork Medical Ofhcer of Health, which 
shows that a great amount of meat has 
to be condemned every month on the 
grounds of infection, a suggestion has been 
made that the meat traders should take 
up some form of insurance against this 
kind of loss. This would be not so much 
for their own good as for that of the 
public: at present the traders cover their 
risks in the prices charged to their 
customers, thus enjoying a free insurance 
already. 

Proposals fer a form of trade insurance 
were put forward in Cork some time ago, 
but the meat traders (somewhat naturally) 
saw no reason for supporting them. So 
the citizen pays doubly—once for his in- 
spection service, and again in the form 
of higher prices to cover the loss of con- 
demned meat. 


UNDERSTANDING WANTED. 


When democracy attempts to work in 
double harness with autocracy one can 
scarcely expect much harmony between 
them. In Cork the pair have been trying 
to pull together for the last two years, 
and it is a matter for surprise that their 
disagreements have not been more fre- 
quent. 

The system of city government in Cork 
is a very peculiar one. When the Cor- 
poration was abolished in 1924 a City 
Commissioner was appointed, as in 
Dublin, to carry out its duties. This he 
continued to do until 1929, when the 
powers that be (with one eye, no doubt, 
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on the will of the’ people) attempted a 
compromise. They reinstatéd the Corpora. 
tion, but kept on Mr. Monahan as (‘jty 
Manager, dividing the authority between 
the two. Since that time relations, though 
never openly hostile, have been a little 
strained, each party being suspicious that 
the other may try to usurp some of its 
powers. To make the matter worse. thera 
still seems to be some doubt as to how 
far the powers of each extend, in Spite of 
the definitions of the 1929 City Manage. 
ment Act. : ; 
Two cases in point arose last week, In 
one the City Manager brought an act;oy 
in the District Court to obtain possession 
of a dwelling-house. Counsel! for the 
fendant contended successfuly that

Already concern is being felt in 
Cork over the dismissal of local employés 
and, as for the public bodies, they pass 
resolutions asking for ‘‘ co-ordination 
transport” with the same monoto 


regularity that they demand a tariff 
bacon. 

A great proportion of the railwa 
troubles in the South arises from t 
numerous branch lines that they hav 
keep up and on which there is very 
trafic. Even at the best of times 
supposes, these lines would scarcely pay 
their way, and at present they are nothing 
but a dead loss. If they continue as suc! 
they are bound to be closed down soo: 
or later. 

If local people were to realise this. th 
might be prepared to support the railway 
more extensively, even if it meant a litt] 
more expense to themselves. The railways 
seem to be alive to this, and the recent 
action of the Great Southern Railways in 
sending down an official to address a 
meeting at Donoughmore was sound po! 

It was pointed out that their branch 
was not paying its way, owing to th 

of support that the farmers were giving 
it. It was plainly stated that the railway 
company had it in mind to close down the 
section altogether and that the inhabitants 
themselves would be the greatest sufferers 

The response was impressive; for the 
meeting resolved on the spot that 
future they would send all their goods by 
rail. How long their enthusiasm wil] Jas¢ 
is another matter, but it is bound to hav 
some effect, and there seems to be no 
reason why the plan should not be ex- 
tended to other districts. 


MYSTERY TOURS, 


An omnibus**company has scored a 
striking success in Cork by instituting 
a series of “mystery tours.’’ Every 
evening three buses leave the city, bound 
for “an unknown destination,” and the 
intending explorer sometimes has to book 
several days in advance to make sure of a 
seat. 

But the real mystery lies in the popu- 
larity of the idea. One would have thoucht 
that the seeker after pleasure would prefer 
to choose his own destination, rather than 
risk the possibility of going to some place 
that does not suit his mood so well. 
Perhaps, this very risk adds spice to the 
adventure, and there may be a real thrill 
in landing up at Clonakilty, when all the 
time you thought you were going to 
Youghal. .

The Davis Cup. 


As a result of yesterday’s play the Davis 
Cup remains in France. The winning 
team was composed of players who— 
accepting the standards of modern lawn 
tennis—all have attained a ripe age. 
Following the defeat of M. Cochet in the 
first round of the Wimbledon champion- 
ships, and that of M. Borotra a little 
later, it was, indeed, the opinion of many 
critics of the game that the two great 
players were now too far advanced in 
years to continue their triumphal careers. 
It is pleasant to find these gloomy 
prophecies unfulfilled, at least in the case 
of M. Cochet, and to have the reassurance 
that his imperturbable demeanour on the 
court is not yet an indication of cheerless 
senility. The feature of this year’s com- 
petition, however, has been the prowess of 
the English team. Not since 1912 has 
England earned the privilege of challeng- 
ing the holders in the final round, and 
the series of victories in international 
matches which stand to the credit of teh 
country this summer, is a most hopeful 
sign for the future. England appears io 
have a generous supply of young players 
who are capable—-as we in Ireland have 
reason to know—-of giving a good account 
of themselves, and with this supply of 
talent at the disposal of the country Eng- 
land should be able to look forward with 
some confidence to the prospect of the 
Davis Cup’s crossing the Channel within 
the next few years. The renaissance of 
the game in England can do this country 
nothing but good. Almost the primary 
need oí players in Ireland is the oppor- 
tunity for practice against “ stars ” from 
outside, and, if we continue to receive 
visits from teams of the younger and most 
promising English players, it seems cer- 
tain that the standards of Irish lawn 
tennis will benefit greatly, in time, by 
their stimulating influence. 


A Tutning Tide. 


The present summer is witnessing the 
return to Ireland, from the United States, 
of hundreds of men and women who have 
been disappointed fh receiving but a flinty 
reception in streets traditionally paved 
with gold.

While the 
first consideration obviously must be the 
provision of work for the returned exile, 
there are other aspects of the matter 
which are not without their own import- 
ance.

discovered by the superficial researches of

in the country, and on ‘the surface the 
picture is not edifying. A contempt for 
law and order is only too evident in the 
reports from certain American cities, and 
one is led to fear that the returned 
emigrant may have gained an unwhole- 
some familiarity, at first hand, with this 
evil condition. The “ gangster ” and the 
‘‘ racketeer '” have for most of us nothing 
but the shadowy existence of the cinema, 
but to these men they will have become 
a living reality. It may well be that 
conversation in many homes during the 
coming winter will turn on the intricacies 
of the illicit trade in liquor or the lethal 
process pleasantly described as “ taking a 
ride.” Less serious, but still a matter 
for concern, is a possible deterioration of 
speech resulting from the importation into 
this country of American familiar speech. 
The argot of the Bowery. vivid as it may 
be, is out of place in Ballyjamesduff, and 
the prospect of hearing the soft intonation 
of Cork replaced. by the less musical 
accents of Chicago is not one to be viewed

THE WORKING WEEK AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Amongst the } posals to be submitted at 
the Irish Trede Union Congress, which opens 
on Wednesday, July 29th, in the City Hall, 
Waterford, are two irom the Belfast and 
District Trades’ and Labour Council and the 
Typographical Association, calling for the 
adoption of the five-day week, with a 1ew to 
removirg the unemployment menace. Lo 
these tesolutions an amendment will be 
submitted by the Irish Women Workers 
Union to substitute ‘40 hour working 
week ’’ for five day working week. That 
the nursing staff in all institutions should 
have an eight-hour day is proposed by the 
Irish Nurses’ Union. Where unemployment 
exists in the industry, the Amalgamated 
Society of Dyers and Bleachers (Dublin 
Branch) asks Congress to say that o “rtime 
should not be worked. 


SLUM CLEARANCE. 


The National Executive de ands the 
establishment of a National Housing Council 
the erection of working-class 
dwellings at an economic” rent over 
a period of ten years, and urges the 
ador tion of such steps “- may be necessary to 
give effect to the proposa!. The Irish Women 
Workers’ Union demands that the Govern- 
ment shall arrange to finance a drastic clear- 
ance of slum eines, “Én in cities, country towns 
and rural districts; introduce a Town Plan- 
ning Bill, and, by long-term loans, control of 
ground rent and cost of materials, and a con- 
tinuous house-building scheme, facilitate the 
rapid provision of houses at rents that the 
workers can pay. 

Resolutions from the National Executive 
urge the. appointment by the Minister for 
Education of a Council of Education to assist 
and advisc him on all educational matters; 
and also the improvement of school buildings. 

Questions of social insurance and workmen's 
compensation, continuity of unemployment 1n- 
surance payment and insurance reciprocity 
will also come up for consideration, Other 
matters to be dealt with are :—Widows’ and 
orphans’ pension, pensions fer manual emploves 
of local authorities, shops legislation, housing 
grants, foreign-owned sheps, and foreign 
| labour. 

A PROBLEM DEVELOPING. 

In the report of the National Executive it 
is stated —' The world economic erisis só 
seriously affecting the highly industrialised 
countries, could not be expected to leave this 
country untouched; and it is mainly due to 
the agrarian nature of leland that the 
gigantic unemployment problem found else- 
where is not oppressing this country to the 
same degree. The draining of Ireland’s 
population to America has mitigated the most 
serious aspects of the unemployment problem 
for us, and bad undoubtedly as the position 
of the unemployed worker is, his condition 
would be infinitely worse were it not that 
America offered huge employment for Irish 
workers during the last ten years. 

‘This source of relief is now practically 
‘iried up also, and the emigrant ship as a 
means of escape is now available only to those 
who have ample means to leave the country. 
The inability of a large section of the Irish 
workers to find a home in America—as many 
did formerly—will now leave this country 
with a growing population to cater for; an 
acute situation will, therefore, eventually 
arise in the course of a decade, unless the 
economic system is adjusted to absorb and 
keep pace with the expanding population.”’

MOB ATTACK CHURCHES, 
news of the affair spread like wild- 


and soon a raging anti-clerical mob 
red and attacked four churches in 


succession, spraying them with petrol 
obtained from filling stations near by and 
setting them alight. i 

The Church of San Jose was completely 
destroyed, while the others were exten- 
sively damaged before the troops and fire- 
men extinguished the flames. 

Many persons were injured by falling 
beams and masonry. 


PRIEST’S MURDER. 


At another church, where a children’s 
Service was proceeding, four men suddenly 
entered and shot at the two officiating 
priests, killing one outright and seriously 
wounding the other as he sought shelter 
behind some benches. 

A sacristan replied to the fire, and drove 
off the raiders, one of whom was seriously 
hurt. 

A young girl in the congregation also 
was wounded. 

A panic broke out among the children, 
who fled to the doors. Many were knocked 
down and trampled on. 


MARTIAL LAW. 


All is now quiet. 

Martial law has been. »roclaimed, and 
troops are patrolling the streets; but more 
trouble is feared, as the Church authorities 
in Mexico city are reported to have ordered

BERLIN, Sunday. 
N “' acceptance and guarantee ” bank 
is to be founded in order to restore 
an “ unhampered currency "’ to circulation 
and to enable the Darmstadter Bank to re- 
open. 

The new bank is to have a capital of 
200,000,000 marks (£10,000,000). The 
decision to establish the new bank was 
taken at a long and exhaustive conference 
between the Government and representa- 
tives of the Reichsbank and the leading 
banks. 

A number of British hankers are 
expected to arrive jn Berlin to-morrow to 
discuss with the directors of the Reichs- 
bank and leading German bankers the 
steps necessary for the consolidation of 
German short-term credits, and for the 
safeguarding of both German and British 
financial interests. 

The resumption of normal banking busi- 
ness in Germany will be possible only if 
the risk of a renewed run on the banks is 
definitely averted. 

Meanwhile the Council of the Stock Ex- 
change to-day announced that payments 
falling due at the end of this month may be 
postponed till the end of August, thus 
averting heavy withdrawals of cash for 
this purpose. 

Bankers are full of hope that the begin- 
ning of a definite and permanent improve- 
ment in Germany’s financial position will 
be seen next week, but much depends upon 
the meeting of the Council of the Reichs- 
bank to-morrow. 


MR. STIMSON IN BERLIN. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The news of the foundation of 
acceptance and guarantee bank 
caused general satisfaction 
industrial and political circles here as 
being the best and safest way out of Ger- 
many’s financial crisis. 

Germany’s leading banks have thus 
done all they were able to do and show 
that Germany will exert all her resources 
in order to regain the confidence of the 
world. The Reichsbank, too. will now be 
able, without taking any dangerous risks. 
to do away more speedily with the restric- 
tive measures which are almost paralysing 
the life and trade of industry. ; 

This decision of the banks was one of 
the subjects under discussion at the 
luncheon given in honour of the American 


Curtius, the Foreign Minister. on the 
terrace of a restaurant cverlooking the 
Wannssee Lake, near Potsdam. The Chan- 
cellor, Dr. Briining, and Mr. Hackett. the 
American Ambassador, were also present. 

Although nothing was revealed about 
the discussion, nevertheless the greatest 
importance is attached in diplomatic 
circles to the informal and intimate con- 
versation between the statesmen, which 
lasted a considerable time. 

It is hoped that the new formula will 
result from this conversation and the 
forthcoming discussions :with» Mr. Mar: 
donald. and Mr. Henderson. which will 
dispel apprehensiveness in Germany itself 
and the international mistrust which is at 
present paralysing the efforts to put Ger- 
many’s financial house and that of the 
entire world in order. 

To-night Mr. Stimson was the guest of 
Dr. Bruening at a dinner, to which. at 
Mr. Stimson’s request, a large number of 
the leading industrialists and bankers 
were invited.

GAME LOSERS.

FRENCH SUPREMACY 
CHALLENGED. 


WONDERFUL PLAY BY 
AUSTIN AND PERRY. 


- 


PARIS, Sunday. 

Siew greatest losing fight that has ever 

been made for the Davis Cup was 
made by Great Britain to-day when she 
just failed, by three matches to two, to 
wrest from France the trophy that France 
now holds for the fifth successive year. If 
this challenge round could have been won 
by grit alone the Cup would be Britain s 
today. The régime of France in world 
tennis is undoubtedly coming to an end, 
and how nearly Britain came to ending it 
is told by the scores. 

France had to muster every ounce of 
her waning skill to pull through, and 
there was even a touch of desperation in 
her play. . Nevertheless, none will with- 
held the praise due to her players for their 
steady defence of a trophy which they 
have won for five years in succession. 

At the same time the past belongs to 
the past. France can look back ; England 
oan look forward, and the vista of the 
future. is bright with the highest 
romises. All aspiring tennis nations must 
m jealous of England in the latter s pos. 
session of two such great players as H. 
W. Austin and F. J. Perry. Their destiny 
is assured by their play in this year’s 
matches, and few there can be who, in 
the years immediately ahead, will be able 
to check their advance to the honour which 
France has won. There were many times 
during this tie when the issue wavered in 
the balance. But England’s players were 
at a disadvantage. They were new to the 
experience of fighting for the Cup; they 
were young, and, finally, their tennis 
lacked just the depth of cunning which 
undermines the confidence cf an opponent. 
This cannot be taught, but it must be 
learned from experience. France is jubilant 
with her success, which she knew to be 
ser)-usly menaced. 

As soon as the tie began Austin’s bid 
against Cochet failed narrowly. The de- 
feat of Borotra by Perry made France 
desperately anxious, but her win in the 
doubles calmed her fears. 


FRANCE’S ONLY HOPE, 


Coming to the last day, France’s only 
hope was Cochet. Austin beat Borotra, 
and the burden of keeping the Cup fell to 
the little Lyons wizard, whose recent form 
has been anything but a pillar on which to 
build hope. But to-day Cochet was not the 
Cochet of Wimbledon. He strove to recall 
his genius from the past, and he succeeded. 
He swept away the nervousness which 
seemed to have overcome him at the 
beginning of the match. and. despite the 
treacherous condition of the court caused 
by the rain, he treated the spectators 
to a display of lawn tennis reminis- 
cent of his greatest days. His placing 
was deadly accurate, and he found 
the extreme corners of the court 
with all his old precision.

HE Board of Governors of the Rotunda 

Hospital, Dublin, has decided by a 
two-thirds majority of its members that 
the institution shall participate in the 
sweepstakes promoted and organised by the 
Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd. It is con 
sidered unlikely that the hospital will be 
permitted to join in the sweepstake on 
the Manchester November Handicap, as 
its inclusion now would mean that 
arrangements already made by the sweep- 
stake authorities would be upset. In all 
probability the Rotunda Hospital will be 
asked to wait for the next sweepstake, 
which will be held on the Grand National 
in 1932. No official decision to this effect 
has yet been reached by the Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd., but present ci.cumstances 
point in that direction. 

The decision of the Rotunda Hospital 
Board of Governors has created much dis- 
cussion in the city and elsewhere. Since 
sweepstakes were first legalised in the Irish 
Free State the authorities of the Rotunda 
Hospital have been strongly opposed to 
the principle of ‘‘ sweeps,’’ which, it was 
said, encouraged gambling and other vices. 

THE VOTING. 

The Archbishop of Dublin (the Most 
Rev. Dr. Gregg), who has expressed dis- 
approval of swecpstakes in recent sermons 
and speeches, is a member of the Hospital 
Committee, and, indeed, presided at the 
meeting of the Committee at which the 
decision to join the-sweepstakes was taken. 
The voting was seventeen in favour of 
sweepstakes to eight against. The members 
of the Board agreed ‘mutually that no 
report of the proceedings, beyond a 
bare announcement of the _ decision, 
should be made public; but since then it 
has become known that the Archbishop of 
Dublin and others who agree with his 
view expressed their opinions in pretty 
plain terms.

This step was taken by the dictator 
following on a conference he had this 
afternoon with leading Chileans to discuss 
the best way of ending the present crisis 
teneral Ibaiiez told the conference that 
if his person were an obstacle to a settle- 
ment he was willing to resign. The up- 
shot was that he did resign, giving a 
mandate to Seiior Opazo, President of the 
Senate ; Senor Blanquier (who a few days 
ago resigned a short-lived Premiership 
owing to disagreement with yeneral 
Ibafiez) and Sefior Montero to form a 
civil junta to carry on the Government. 


NEW PRESIDENT. 


_ Setter Opazo was chosen President of the 
Junta, and then assumed the Presidency 
of the Republic. 

The tense excitement that had been pre- 
ling in the city was at once dispelled 
this announcement. Discontent with 

the dictatorship had been gathering 
strencth for some time, and was lately 
accentuated by the summary way that 
General Tbaiiez seems to have overruled 
his Cabinet, three of his Ministers hav- 
ime resigned this mor th. 

Serious rioting orcurred here on the 
occasion of the funeral cf a medical 
student who was. killed during the 
students’ riots, and the city was patrolled 
by thousands of.soldieérs. 


TOLL OF THE RIOTING. 


Five persons, it ig now reported, were 
killed during the rioting and twenty others 
wonnded. It is estimated that. forty 
persons have been killed sinee Thursday. 

Some of the worst of the disturbances 
took place outside the British Club, where 
two persons were killed in the fighting. 

General Tbafiez escaped from the city in 
an ambulance for antunknown destination, 
crowds, shdutinz ‘ Death to 
Ibafiez,’” paraded thé streets searching for 
the fallen Dictator. The rumour spread 
that he had fled fa the United States 
Embassy. but the Urited States Ambas- 
sador told the mow that the General was 
not there, erd that he would be refused 
admittance if he applied. 

The Commander-in-Chief has announced 
that the Army is at the orders of the 
Provisional Government.

WAR ON THE SLUMS.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,—The letter recently published by the 
Lord Mavor and the encouraging communique 
issued last week by the Corporation lead one 
to believe that our civic authorities are 
animated by the right spirit. Of special in- 
terest is the note that the City Manager has 
heen directed to consider how best to secure 
powers to enable him to acquire city sites at 
a reasonable cost. This is a really crucial 
question. On it largely depend our prospects 
of housing the very poor at a rent within 
their means. In the Star of March órd, 
1929, it is stated that the cost per acre has 
been as high as £4,000 (in one case £10,00v). 

[ am imformed that im a recent case 1t was 
£3.000: further, that an exorbitant price was 
paid for two old stables occupying part of a 
site which was lately acquired. Plainly, the 
present arbitration procedure, under which 
this has been possible, is futile as a protection 
of the ratepayer and fatal to the hopes of 
the humbler tenant for a home at a moderate 
rent. 

It is not that sites are lacking. A Dublin 
business man was kind enough to place his 
highly expert knowledge of this particular 
aspect of the problem at my disposal. First 
he took me to visit respectable families living, 
eight or nime persons to the room, in houses 
where the walls were falling away from the 
window frames. Some, being pre-war tenants; 
were paying ds. 6d. to 5s. only; but 
those of more recent date as much as 
7s. or 9s. per room. Some. said that 
they could not go far from their present 
locality, and gave good reasons; others would 
gladly move to a distamee Those at the 
lower rents would willmgly pay more for 
decent accommodation. My guide next de- 
monstrated to me with the help of -his car 
that within the old city boundary, and on 
undeveloped land but within the extended 
boundary at a distance not too far for the 
city worker, there is room for many thousands 
of families. The space could, he considered, 
be acquired under a reasonable procedure at a 
reasonable cost. 

The derelict city sites call, I submit, for 
immediate action. They constitute a public 
nuisance. Depressing. demoralising and in- 
jurious to the health of all around, they are 
a disgrace and danger which no city can 
afford to tolerate. They should be taken 
over by the public authority; it is doubtful, 
to say the least, whether in such cases there 
is a valid claim for compensation. 

Some are large enough for a housing scheme 
under public auspices. Smaller ones might be 
let to philanthronic societies, such as that of 
which Canon Hall is a director, or private in- 
dividuals who undertook to erect workmen's 
dwellings. Many should be converted into 
playgrounds; our shortage here is a serious 
fector in the problem, so much damage is 
done, so much harm suffered. hy children in 
tenement houses. Others might be used for 
allotments, some of the smallest micht be 
converted into ornamental gardens, as Miss 
Geddes has shown in Scotland. 

It is useless to harass the citizen on his 
holiday; vet those concerned in this agita- 
tion cannot afford: to be idle, and thev will 
not. In eleven weeks the Dail will re- 
assemble and the time for action will be come. 
I believe that our statesmen are sincere in 
the interest they profess: but here is the 
acid test of their faith. Will they put the 
Housing Bill first on their programme when 
the Dail meets again, and will the deputies, 
regardless of party, co-operate with all their 
heart? We are tired of lip-service; we want 
deeds. We have no use for men who will 
rive us reasons why the thing that must be 
dene cannot be done. We want a man to 
tell us how it can be done. ‘The business 
community are convinced that it can be done 
and should be done. No wonder. It is uni- 
versally recognised nowadays that in business 
premises a creditable appearance is a real 
asset, well worth paying for: and, equally, 
no city can be prosperous which presents to 
all comers our dismal spectacles of dilapida 
tion and decay. Delenda est Carthaqo; we 
must wipe our slums off the map.—Yours,

FARCICAL CONDITIONS. 

At this point even the crowd protested 
against the rain. The players went off to 
wipe their rackets and faces again. and when 
they came back they were met with shouts, 
“Ah, pourquoi, pourquoi.’

He 
won the service to 15, and gained the chance 
of recovering. His whip from corner to corner 
irequently beat the Frenchman. Cochet 
looked very grim, but Perry, hitting oft 
from an attempted baseline shot when Cochet 
was in a hopeless position, lost the next game 
to be down at 6-7. Perry waved his racket to 
the spectators to tell them to be quiet, and 
then went on to take a love game off his 
service for 7-7. 

Perry plaved the game of a tired man, as 
well he might, m the fifteenth, which Cochet 
won. Perry got 40-20. but lost the point, 
netting two easy drives in what seemed to be 
undue haste for winners, and Cochet took the 
set 9-7.

At the dinner to the teams. and officials in 

the Central Hotel, Exchequer street, General 
O'Duffy, the President of the National 
Athletic and Cycling Association of Irelanl, 
laid emphasis on the point that, while the 
Irishmen were delighted with the victory, it 
was not so much the result of the contest that 


mattered as the effect which such meetings 
with Scotland are certain to have on the 
International situation and Irish athletics. 
We are passing through a critical period in 
the history of Irish athletics. There is a 
big '“push ” on to deprive the Association 
of the position and status to which it suc- 
ceeded on its formation; and an intensive 
crusade is being waged by General O’ Duffy 
and the Association for the revival of the 
sport in the country. The resurrection of 
this contest after the lapse of many years 
cannot fail to achieve much good for the 
country at the Councils of the International 
Board; but what is of, perhaps, more im- 
portance, it will give to athletics in Ireland 
a stimulus that will be reflected in the 
achievements of our athletes after a few 
vears, 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


To one who remembers the old-time meet- 
ings at Ballsbridge, and who can recall the 
palmy days of Irish athletics, and the 
Conneffs, Kielys, Bulgers, Leahys, Careys, 
Horgans, Maulligans, colinns. Flanagans, 
and a host of other Irish stars of a dim 
past, this meeting on Saturday brought 
back many memories. And scanning the big 
company, noting the enthusiasm and the im- 
partiality of the onlookers, listening to the 
mighty roar from the stands when W. Nolan 
forged past T. M. Riddell to unexpectedly win 
the mile—a roar which was repeated when 
the hammer thrown by Dr. O'Callaghan was 
seen to dig itself into the ground well forward 
of the purple flag which marked the distance 
of the Irish record made by himself, and 
when P. C. Moore, in a desperate and last 
despairing finish, passed out Ian Borland in 
the quarter, one came to the very definite 
conclusion that there is a strong hope for 
Irish athletics. We have the people with us 
in the effort to infuse a new lite into the 


e making of champions. It will depend on 
ourselves whether we take full advantage of 
our opportunities and make full use of the 
latent talent. 


THE HALL-MARK OF THE 
AMATEUR. 


It was an eventful contest, fought in 
the true sporting spirit which is the hall- 
mark of the real amateur sportsman. Of 
what is commonly described as outstanding 
features there were many, but they were not 
confined to one side. Scotland was really 


some capital performances on the track, not- 
ably those of L. Murdoch, who won the 100 
yards and the 220 yards, and T. M. Riddell, 
who was successful in the half-mile and 
finished second to Nolan in the mile, to com- 
pletely collapse after he had crossed the line 
ten yards behind the Irishman. These achieve- 
ments thrilled the crowd; and then there was 
the remarkable running of J. F. Wood in the 
four miles. He went off at such a pace that 
no one thought him capable of sticking it, but 
the further he went the more he widened the 
gap, and but for the track being so heavy he 
must have done splendid time. As a matter 
of fact, the condition of the turf was more 
treacherous than it looked, and the handicap 
where the men in the field events were con- 
cerned was a rather severe one. 


IRELAND’S GOOD START. 


Scotland led off with a victory in the half- 
mile, in which Riddell beat the Scots’ second 
string, C. M. Wells—the latter came on for 
J. P. Laidlaw—by two yards. Watching the 
race very closely through glasses, we would 
not say that it was deliberate, but 8S. M‘Call 
was distinctly thrown out of his stride, after 
coming round the 220 yards’ bend, Star 
being heavily elbowed, but for which 
must have made a much better fight of it. 
i The time, 2 mins. 235-5 secs., was not bad 
on the sodden track. 

Ireland balanced the points with a first and 
second in the shot, which O'Callaghan won 
with 46ft. 83ins., Guard Healy, in his best 
form, getting in one of 45ft. 64ins.; and 
thence came a magnificent 100 yards. Thirty 
yards from the tape Murdoch (sub. for Reid), 
A. D. Turner and W. P. Burke were almost 
ievel, with the Irishman sancwiched between 
the Scots. As they burst jor the tape, it 
looked as if we had lost the three points, 
but Burke beat Turner, and was himself 
beaten only by inches in one of the finest 
hundreds run on this track. 

Ireland incréased her lead in the high 
jump, as the Scots conld do nothing better 
than 8. M. Craig’s 5ft. Tins. O'Callaghan 
and Guard O'Connor then had a duel for the 
first place, but whereas the Corkman stopped 
at Sft. 10ins., O'Connor went on to clear 
6ft. in his last jump—a splendid performance, 
considering the slippery take off. 

Murdoch and urner (for Reid) had 
matters all their own way in the 220 yards, 
Moore and R. T. Bryan being well whacked 
down the straight, the margin in Murdoch's 
favour over Turner being inches; but again 
the home country asserted itself in the 
hammer. The distances were not measured 
until the last throw had been taken, but the 
third time O’Callaghan was well in front of 
the Irish record, and with a 
attempt he also beat it. His distance was 
176ft. 10 ins., his previous best being 170ft. 
7Zins, W. T. Britton, whose style impressed 
the onlookers, secured another point sé the 
home country with a second, with 154ft. 2ins. 


: A THRILLING MILF. 


At one period in the race for the Mile it 
seemed as if we were about to go down badly. 
For three laps the Irish champion, M.T.. 
Murphy, and I. M. Riddell were battling out 
a sprinting duel, and entering the last la 
mee again went out from the Scottish 
crack. .It was obvious that by then he hed 
shot his bolt, but just as Riddell had stalled 
off the attentions of the Irish title-holder 
Nolan went for him. It was a feeler, and 
apparently Nolan was satisfied, as he allowed 
the Scot to get in front directly after. Then 
Nolan set about his job in great style, and at 
the 220 yards mark was leading by fully four 
yards. Murphy dropped out, and Nolan, 
coming away with, so to speak, a wet sail, 
won by ten yards in 4 mins. 30 3-5secs. A 
thrilling race, indeed. 

Heavy rain came on shortlv after the Long 
Jump had started, and there was a delay. P. 
Anglim won it with 22 ft. 5) ins., T. 
O'Connor taking the second point with 
22 ft. 14 ins.. P. Barklas being the best-of the 
Scots with 20 ft. 64 ins. In the Four Miles none 
of them could make the slightest impression on 
J. F. Wood, the Scotsman leading from 
pistol to tape, and winning by fully sixty 
yards in 20 mins. 8 3-5 secs. 

R. M. Tisdall, of Cambridge University, 
took his place in the Hurdles with T. D. 
Phelan for Iveland, and thev fought out a 
fine finish; but the University College man, 
to the astonishment of all, almost beat the 
pistol. and was over the first flight before 
Tisdall got near it, thanks to his gaining 
fully two yards at the start. With = six’ 
hurdles cleared Tisdall was almost level with 
him, but with his ankles not quite strong 
Tisdall failed to give of his best, and Phelan

Not 
even in Ireland was there a greater cham- 
pion of the cause of the N.A.C.A. than the 
Hon. Secretary of the Scottish Association, 
Mr. George Hume, who convened the meet- 
ing in Crewe tu see if they could solve their 
difficulties in Ireland, and he followed it up 
by the meeting in Dundalk in a sincere de- 
sire to seek to help athletics. 

From what he (General O'Duffy) had seen 
of the Scottish officials, athletes, and sup- 
porters of Scottish athletics he could see that 
in their hearts every one of them was hehind 
George Hume in supporting the N.A.C.A. 
He felt that the justice of their cause had 
permeated the hearts of the officials and 
athletes of Scotland, and his Association, 
feeling that it was in the right, intended to 
| pursue the ceuse to the end. Ireland had a 
glorious athletic past; Irishmen had 
figured prominently in the Olympic 
records, and he believed that they bad 
the material to raise the flag again.
